The Fight For a Secret Ballot. 


Se 

Bad as many features of the 
Aylesworth Election Bill are, the 
worat, says the Toronto Mail, is 
the scheme to apply the number- 
ed and marked ballot to the Dom- 
inion elections. This proposition 
was craftily inserted in the meas- 
ure. Onthe surface it looked 
like a provision to render valid 
some odd ballots which might be 
inadvertently spoiled. When 
closely examined howeved, it has 
a deeper significance than that. 
It gives, and was intended to 
give, to a deputy returning officer 
the right to place any mark, any 
writing, and any number upon a 
ballot that he cares to put there. 
Under this authority the deputy 
can adopt means to make any 
ballots traceable, and the opera- 
tion will be lawful. 

The purpose of this maneouvre is 
appreciated in Ontario,where they 
have experienced the numbered 
ballot for many years and have 
at last got rid of it, because of its 
coercive quality. Itis also rec- 
ognized in the Far East. The 
Martime Provinces, by reason of 
the govt. works there, notably 
the Intercolonial Railway, have 
a large population dependent on 
the goodwill of the politicians. 
These employes have learned 
much of the grafting operations 
and as citizens they have become 
restive. In Colchester recently 
they deliberately voted against 
the govl, graft candidate. It is 
believed that if they were free to 
speak as they think, their voices 
will be raised, and their votes cast 
against the men who have brought 
the awful conditions ,r-vailing 
to-day. The West is nct less 
alive to the evils of the ballot that 
can be identified. In Manitoba 
and the Territories many people 
are atthe mercy of the govt. in 
respect of their land holdings. 
If the govt. can get the 
deputy returning officers to mark 
or number the ballots—and these 
officers will do so if thus instruct- 
eda huge coercive weapon will 
be employed at the next election. 
All over Canada the Aylesworth 
ballot, if it should become legal 
will be an instrument for the de- 
priving of the people of the liber- 
ty they ought to enjoy. 

The pupose oithe marked bal- 
lotis quite plain to those who 
have examined the manner in 
which it can be used. That a so 
called Liberal govt. should seek 
to introduce such an iniquity is 
astonishing. A govt. of really 
honorable men, would refuse even 
to listen to a suggestion pointing 
to the adoption of a ballot under 
which the people can be gagged. 
The marked ballot is the product 
of graft. It isbecause the people 
are afler the grafters that the 
govt. seeks to curb public free- 
dom. ; 


The Robbins Irrigation 
Co. Land Deal. 


The following very interesting 
and racy article from the Calgary 
Eye Opener on the outrageous 
Robbins Irrigation Company’s 
land transaction is well worthy of 
a close study by readers of the 
News:

Ottawa April 29. —A return was

$1,000,000 (£300,000) will be 
sufficient to complete the works 
necessary for the irrigation of 
85,000 acres in Tract A, and from 
50,000 to 75,000 acres in Tract B.

Apple Popovers.—One cupful of flour, 
one-fourth level teaspoonful of salt, one 
cupful of milk, one egg well beaten, 
one-half teaspoonful of melted butter, 


apple sauce. Stir together the flour 
and salt and add the milk, egg and 
butter. Beat for two minutes with an 
egg beater. Pour into hissing hot but- 
tered iron gem pans and bake for thir- 
ty-five minutes in a hot oven. When 
done make a small opening in the top 
of each and fill with apple sauce which 
has been sifted. Serve with lemon 
sauce. 

Lemon Sauce.—Your level tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, one cupful of sugar, 
yolks of two eggs, one-third cupful of 
boiling water, one-fourth cupful of 
lemon juice, grated rind of one-half a 
lemon. Cream the butter, add the su- 
gar, egg yolks well beaten and water. 
Place over hot water and stir until] the 
mixture thickens, then add the lemon 
juice and rind and serve. 

Banana Betty.—Remove the crust 
from part of a loaf of stale bread. 
Slice it as thin as possible. Place the 
slices in a dripping pan and brown 
very delicately in the oven, then spread 
with soft butter. Butter a baking dish 
and sprinkle it with buttered bread- 
crumbs. Add a layer of the toast, then 
a layer of bananas peeled, scraped and 
cut in quarters lengthwise. Sprinkle 
with sugar, a bit of cinnamon and a 
few drops of lemon juice and dot with 
butter. Repeat, add a cup of boiling 
water, cover with buttered crumbs 
and bake in a moderate oven until the 
banana is tender. Cover until nearly 
done, then remove cover and brown. 
Serve with a lemon sauce. 

Pineapple Sponge.—Get a can of grat- 
ed pineapple and heat with a cup of 
sugar and a cup of cold water and 
simmer ten minutes. Soak half a box 
of gelatin in half a cup of cold water 
till well dissolved. Mix with the hot 
pineapple on taking that from the fire 
and cool; then add the whites of four 
eggs beaten stiff and beat all till it 
begins to thicken. Pour into a mold to 
harden. Serve with cream or soft 
boiled custard. 


SERVIETTE SACHET. 


Fashioned From Filet Net, With Ap- 
plique of Irish Lace. 

A new fancy, which admirably ad- 
mits of the combination of two popu- 
lar varieties of lace, fs the serviette 
sachet, fashioned from filet net, with 
applique of Irish crochet lace. 

These sachets are easily made in el- 
ther oblong or square envelope shape. 


A LACE SERVIETTE. 


The design pictured is six Inches square, 
with picot border and motif in Irish 
crochet. 

The net has the now popular swastl- 
ka design worked in point de reprise 
stitch at each corner and on each flap. 
The srualler swastika occupies a squure 
of twelve meshes and the larger a 
square of sixteen inches. 

The shape {s first cut out of the filet 
net, allowing one row of meshes all 
around beyond the size required. It 
must then be overcast with a rather 
coarse cotton thread, putting the needle 
through the second row of meshes all 
around. 

After working the designs and lines 
on the filet net this motif is appliqued 
on the center of the square by stitching 
it all around the edges on the reverse 
of the work. The sachet is then care- 
fully pressed, first before folding into 
shape and afterward along the edges 
all around so that it may lie flat. 


Monograms on Underwear. 
Chemises, corset covers and night- 
gowns are usually marked on the left 
side of the front with a monogram. 
It should be placed about two inches 
below the scalloped edge. 
Where a very simple embroidery de- 
sign has been used the monogram may 
be mnde more elaborate by placing It 
in the center of a shield shaped out- 
line in Bermuda fagoting and then 
outlined to form a shield in plain or 
satin outline. 


Use of Limewater. 
Limewater fs nct only frequently pre- 
scribed for young babies, but is also 
often given to older children, the ad- 
dition of a small guantity to hot or 
cold milk rendering it lighter and more 
digestible. 
The only drawback to Its use ts the 
fact that to be efficacious the !imewa- 
ter must be fresh, and for this reason 
only a small amount should be pre- 
pared at a time.

Officers from all sides 
report the Ross rifle to be faulty 
in construction; and Major Hel- 
mer, reporting on its use at Peta- 
wawa last August, says that the 
cartridges jammed, that a reason- 
able number of rounds could not 
be fired, that the parts ‘‘became 
so hot as to be unbearable even to 
hardened fingers,’ aud that the 
rifle could not be fired at all at 


if the manufacturers 
would have opened a factory in 
Canada but they would not do so. 
The Ross rifle’s defects were be- 
ing rapidly weeded out.” 

The only defence really offered 
or attempted is this one of the 
minister that it was desirable to 
establish a factory in Canada for 
the purpose of being independent 
of other countries in case of war.

My Views on Socialism. 


To the Editor of The News: 
Dear Sir:— 
In the News of May 18th 
what the prominent writer terms 


example of the extremes to which 
the retainers of the capitalist 
system will go in their attempt to 
stem the tide of Socialism. Let 
us analyse the facts. Recon- 
struction means _ rebuilding. 
Humanity means the nature of 
man, which may be taken to 
mean that the nature of man is 
not normal now. True, how could 
it be when we do not live under 
normal social and economic con- 
dition? The class that possess 
the political and economic power 
determine what shall be taught 
in our schools. What is taught 
in of schools determines to a 
great extent what one’s ideas of 
what constitutes right and wrong 
will be. Back of all lies the pre- 
vailing mode of production. It is 
well to note here ‘‘the satisfaction 
of the requirements of the human 
race.’’ Capitalist production is 
production for profit. Does it 
satisfy the requirements of the 
human race? No. Why is this 
so? With the advent of labor 
saving machinery it became pos- 
sible for a man to produce many 
times more than the sum which 
he receives for his labor power 
can buy back. Production be- 
came social, each individual per- 
forming his small part. We 
became dependent on one an- 
other and on the running of the 
machinery of production ‘‘ Public 
utilities,’’ These public utilities 
gradually become the property of 
afew. These few have it in their 
power to say if the laborer shall 
have work and live, or as is the 
case now with a vast and ever 


increasing number have no work 


and steal or starve. No man is 
given access to the means of pro- 
duction unless the private or 
corporate owners of same can 
profit by employing him. That is 
when he produces a surplus over 
and above the amount he receives 
in wages. The surplus accumu- 
lates untilthe nation’s storehouses 


are full, as has been the case in 


the past, when production ceases, 
the workers are turned out to 
shift for themselves. They are 
not fed and groomed like the 
farmer’s horses until work again 
Opens up. It is also plain that 
when a man produces many times 
more than he consumes all can- 
not get work. Those out of work 
are constantly scabbing on their 
class,compelled by dire necessity 
to work for just enough’ to keep 
body and soul together. There- 
fore a workingman cannot under 
the capitalist system rise above 
the dust. Hindus, Chinese and 


Japs are brought here to still 


further reduce the standard of 
living. It will effect the farmer 
the same as the wage laborer as 
our position is simply this. We 
sell our labor power in the form 
of beef, wheat, eggs, butter, etc. 
and if it was possible to produce 
these things any cheaper by em- 
ploying wage labor than we do it, 
it surely would be done. Labor 
produces all wealth, to labor it 
justly belongs. How about the 
laborer who produced enough to 
own a house and still finds him- 
self homeless, moneyles3 and 
without a job? Will he sink to 
the level of the dog that licks its 
master’s hand after being 
whipped? The prominent writer 
—pity that his name and face 
does not appear that we may 
know who he is and see what he 
looks like—evidently thinks it 
desirable that he should. What 
encouragement is there to work 
when we know that we thereby 
furnish others with the means of 
Oppressing us as we do at present, 
Were we to attach to our plat- 
form a list of immediate demands 
such as the party has done in 
many other countries, it would 
certainly make it easier for us to 
define our position with regard to 
possible present day legislation, 
but as long as we have not gained 
the political power we would only 
strengthen a government hostile 
to us. Our aim is to gain the 
political power by means of the 
ballot, and by such means as will 
at that time be practical, tauxe 
possession of the public utilities. 
We will then have access to the 
machinery of production and will 
receive the full value of our labor. 
We will then be secure in our 
possession and controlling the 
“public powers of coercion.” 
Army, courts and police will have 
the direction of them and will 
know that they will not be 
directed against us,as is too often 
the case now if we dare to openly 
resent wrong. Our candidates 
place their resignation papers in 
our hands. Should they break 
faith with us we can call them
